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CALLING AHEAD FOR SAFETY 


| Eeenatanl-ces is blessed with a wonderful 
share of beautiful, diverse geography. 
In the winter, this geographic diversity can 
usher in some unexpected dangers in driv- 
ing. Regardless of the season, being in- 
formed is an important part of safe driving. 

Recently, PennDot announced a new 
Road Condition Hot Line, a call-ahead road 
advisory service. Now, users of Pennsylva- 
nia’s portion of the nation’s Interstate High- 
way System can call a toll-free number to 
find out the weather conditions on each of 
the Commonwealth’s Interstate roads. 

Calling 1-888-783-6783, people with- 
in Pennsylvania, as well as those in selected 
area codes in neighboring states, can find 
out the forecast and reported highway con- 
ditions for the Commonwealth’s Interstate 
highways. When calling this special num- 
ber, users will hear a general report. Callers 
with Touch Tone phones, when prompted 
by the automated system, need only tap the 
appropriate Interstate Highway number on 
the phone keypad. Current, and frequently 
updated information is provided. 

The new hot-line number does not cov- 
er the Pennsylvania Turnpike, however. 
Users of the Pennsylvania Turnpike have 
had their own parallel road service number 
for several years. This service is obtained 
by calling 1-800-331-3414. 

In announcing this 24-hour hot line, 
State Transportation Secretary Bradley 
Mallory urges the motoring public to call 
both before and during all trips on Interstate 
highways. Additionally, Mallory reminded 
cell phone users they can use the number 
while in the state, regardless of state of the 
cell phone’s number. 

PennDot’s customers came up with the 
idea of one centralized number for route 
conditions. The state agency answered their 
requests.

But in addition to being a 
preparation for public service, Field Day 
also is fun.

DID YOU KNOW THIS ABOUT 
FIELD DAY? 


HE ARRL LETTER explains that 

Field Day did not start out as the 
vaunted test of emergency prepared- 

ness it is considered today, nor was it on the 
fourth weekend in June. The first “Interna- 
tional Field Day” on June 10 and 11, 1933, 
was “just a test of portable equipment” for 
US and Canadian amateurs, says former 
ARRL Communications Manager George 
Hart WINJM, who’s operated in 50 Field 
Day events over the years. Hart says then 
Communications Manager Ed Handy 
WIBDI came up with the idea (Sweep- 
stakes was also his brainstorm). “He had a 


. Yeal active mind,” Hart said. 


Under the early Field Day rules, only 


_ portable stations “actually in the field, away 


from the *home’ address” were eligible to 
submit Field Day scores. At that time, ARRL 


. sections counted as multipliers in scoring, 


and portable-to-portable contacts counted 


double. 


According to the old Federal Radio 
Commission rules, you had to notify the 
FRC that you were going to be operating 
away from your normal location, too.
